dreadfully alarmed, saying, “surely God is 
good—surely God has saved ine, the man came 
guilefully to lead me out to speak to the Mude- 
liar at the gate, if they had got me away, I 
should not have been left alive twenty-four | 
hours—they would have beaten me to death.” | 
—This was a very remarkable deliverance, the 
heathen had watched till the Missionary went | 
out, but Leame back before their plan was ac- | 
complished: I did not intend to return till late 

in the evening, but was led to do so while mu- 

sing on the subject. And if such help had not 

been near, doubtless they would have succeed- 

ed in their wicked purposes, After this attempt, 

the people were more anxious than ever to 

visithim. Hundreds of natives of all classes 

came to the mission house daily, and stood on 

the roads near it, and the conversation of those 

who travelled on the way was on this topic. | 
Tambiran now resolved to cut off the long hair 

and beard, which, for se many years no razor 

had been allowed to touch: this act caused an- 

other shock to the heathen. They had some | 
expectation that he might have been drawn | 
away by device or guile, but when this decisive 

act came to their ears, hope expired, On the 

second Sunday in July, the new Convert ap- 

peared for the first time divested of his heathen 

robes, and worshipped, with the great congre- 

gation, at the feet of Him, who had wrought by 

his Spirit the wonderful change, while numbers 

of heathen, who would not detile themselves by 

entering the chapel, gazed, and througed the 

doors and windows on every side of it, 

For some weeks the numbers who visited 
Tambiran appeared to increase, and both he 
and the Missionary were engaged from morn- 
ing till evening in conversation, Every day 
that the baptism was delayed furnished encour- 
agement to the dark designing part of the hea- 
then, that, they might vet prevent such a dis- 
graceful defeat, by temptations of one kind or 
other; and this ereated on our part no ordinary 
anxiety. At this time, new Missionaries ar- 
rived from England, which strengthened our 
hands, It was resolved, that the baptism 
should take place before the brethren) went to 
their stations; and the first Sunday in) August 
was fixed as the time for the reception of this 
convert into the Chureh of Christ by that sol- 
emn ordinance, At seven o’clock in the morn- 
ing we proceeded to the Chapel, distant near 
four miles. Crowds of natives had filled it, 
and the street in front of it, and we could only 
obtain admittanee by a private entrance. ‘The 
police had mixed with the congregation to pre- 
vent any rush or aceident, and although the 
Chapel was crowded to excess, every thing was 
conducted with the greatest decorum. The 
breathless anxiety,—the deepsilence—the ear- 
nestattention manifested by Kuropeans, country 
born persons, and natives increased the solem- 
nity of the whole service. But when Taimbi- 
ran approuched the Altar, the congregation 
rose simultaneously to witness the act of his 
renouncing heathenism. "There he gave up his 
yellow robes—the sacred locks of hair,—and 
the Lingam, the abominable object of adora- 
tion among so many of the hindoos. He then 
received from the hands of the Minister a copy 
of the sacred Seriptures and the Liturgy, inthe | 
Tamul language, and knelt down; and, after a 
Gentleman bad audibly pronounced—W rsiey 
Apranam—he was solemnly Gaptized “in the | 
Name of the Father, and of the Son, and of 
the Holy Ghost.” ‘The Christian part of the 
congregation then stood round him and joined 
in singing the hymn of praise which he bad 
prepared;

Extracts from a Missionary’s Report. Jan, 1837. 


A MOTHER IN ISRAEL GONE, 

“ [ believe I stated in my last, that Mra, P. | 
was very low, and probubly would leave us 
soon. I have only to say, she is gone; gone, 
we hope and trust, to the restof heaven. ‘The 
departure was peaceful and happy, yea, tri- 
umphant. That religion which she professed 
in life, abundantly sopperted ber in death. I 
need not say that Esq. P. feels her loss most 
keenly; so do we all; we have lost a most val- 
uable friend; she was a Christian indeed; a 
woman of faith and prayer. O, how often has 
she borne this little church and society on her 
heart before God in secret! Having been for 
months an inmate of the family, | know some- 
thing about it. Often when sitting in my study 
have I heard her litting up the voice of suppli- 
eation to the God of heaven—but—she will do 
itno more! Who can tell the value of such a 
woman; her prayers are worth all price! I 
felt, when she was taken away, that my main | 
prop was gone, and I must sink. But God 
supported me. T leaned on his arm and found 
strength. You knew her; you knew ber worth; | 
and you know the greatness ef our loss. God 
has taken her away, and we will not complain. 
The judge of all the earth cannot but do right.” 

REMARKS, 

1. It is perhaps more than doubtful, whether 
the little church and society of which Mrs. P. 
was a member, would have had an existence 
now, or for years to come, but for her works 
of faith and labors of love. On that point we 
cannot of course speak with certainty; but of 
her powerful influence, exerted in quite ad- 
vanced years, and amid many bodily infirmities, 
not only by her prayers, but by her conversa- 
tion, by her ministering to the Lord’s servants, 
by her example of attendance on the menns of 
grace, and the courag® she inspired into other 
bosoms, we can speck with entire certainty. 
She had taken hold on the work of raising a 
church for God amid a wide moral waste, and 
she would not let it go. She had seized on the

Washington, D.C. was re-organized during 
the last winter, and put in a train of more} 
promising efficiency than ever before. | 

The Rev. Justin Edwards, D. D. and the 
Rev. Edward N. Kirk had been appointed del- | 
egates to England, to attend the auniversaries | 
in that country the present season, represent-| 
ing the cause in behalfofthe American Union, | 


ever, to be regretted that the manufacture of 
home-made wines from the most pernicious 
materials, was still earried on to a great ex- 
tent, as might be perceived from the fact that 
the quantity thus made was ten times greater 
than the quantity imported. And what was 
greatly to be deplored, it was now unquestion- 
able that vast quantities of the same deleteri- 
ous stuff Was manufactured in England and 
imported to this country as the pure juice of 
the grape, of which, in fact, it contained not a 
particle. Again, to say nothing of the corrupt 
practices of brewers, und the injurious effects 
of the beverage which they palimed upon the 
community, it was lamentable to think of the 
imunense amount of bread-stuffs which were 
worse than wasted in the fubrication of alcoholic 
drinks. It was not to be doubted that the dis- 
tressing scarcity of provisions during the last 
winter, Which occasioned so much suffering to 
the poor, was owing mainly to this cause. 
More grain had been actually consumed in 
these vile establishments, than would have 
sufficed to supply the wants of the whole pop- 
ulation where the distress was experienced! 
Yet there was great room for felicitation in the 
progress of the temperance cause. It had un- 
doubtedly saved to the country during the 
lust year, in’ndded labor and increased econo- 
my, fifty miilens of dollars; and liad its prin- 
ciples and practice been universal, what im- 
menhse losses during the present pressure of 
the times might have been prevented! These 
losses have indeed been great and overwhelo 

ing; but it may be doubted whether, if they 
were all put together, they would amount to so 


much as the annual loss aceruing to the coun- 


try from the worse than useless consumption of 
ardent spirits, Among the greatest bindrances 
to the further success of the exuse, was the ap- 
athy of Christians, and especially of Christian 
tninisters, Of the latter, however, it was but 


justice to say, that nine tenths of them through- | 


out the country were the warm, decided and 
pledged friends of the temperance reform, OF 


the remaining tenth the influence was peculiar- | 


lv unhappy, because, although they might not 
be intemperate men, yet their example of in-

An elegant Japanese work basket, 
in possession of ove of the circle, sugvested the 
thought, that the people who made that beauti- 
tul article were destitute of tho gospel. ‘They 
resolved to pray for Japan, as the permanent 
and special object of prayer at this and sueces- 
sive meetings, and also to coutribute funds at 
each meeting, to be expended for this object, 
whenever the way should be opened to intro- 
duce the Gospelthere. At that time, there was 
no book in the Japanese language to be found. 
any where out of Japan. Nor was it known, 
that a single individual out of Japan, could be 
found, who was acquainted with that language. 
No medium of communicating a single ray of 
Christian light to that people could then be 
found. There was no means of acquiring even 
a knowledge of the language, in the possession 
of the Christian world. About the time that 
this prayer meeting was established, Capt. 
| Folger, trom Nantucket, was cruising on the 
| count of Japan, and fell in with a Japanese 
wreck. He saved the Captain, who gave him 
a Japanese Almanac in token of his gratitude, 
the only article he saved from his vessel. This 
Almanac was sent to Boston, and shown to 
these ladies for their encouragement, as it af- 
| forded some knowledge of the Japanese lan- 
|} guage. Soon after this, another fact still more 
encouraging came to their knowledge, A 
Dutch merchant had been, by the war in Eu- 
| rope, shut up in Nangasaki in Japan, the ouly 
| place where the Duteh are allowed to trade, 
and while there be employed bis time in muk- 
| ing a Duteh and Japanese Dictionary. When 
peace took place, he sailed for Holland. The 
ship was providentially thrown into Batavia, 
and detained therethree mouths. While there, 
| the Rev. Mr. Medhurst beeame acquainted 
| with him, and found be had in his possession 
| the very book he bad long been wishing to ob- 
j tain, He immediately employed twelve Chi- 
nese to copy that Dictionary, and from that 
| Dictionary he made a Japanese Vocabulary. 
| And now, sir, let me give you the third event 
in this series, sull brighter for Japan. It is 
| contained in a letter from Rev. Mr. Gutzlatf to 
the Tract Society, dated at Macao, one year 
| ago this month. In 1831, a Japanese vessel 
was wrecked on our coast, near the Columbia 
river. ‘Three out of fourteen of the erew sur- 
vived the wreck, and after many adventures, 
were thrown under Mr. Gutzlaifs care.

LETTER FROM SOUTH EASTERN AFRICA. 

We have been favored with the perusal of 
an interesting letter from Mrs. Wilson, of the 
Zoolah Mission to her friends in this city,

“We live among an interesting people. 
Numbers of them visit us daily, and you would 
be amused could you see their expressions of 
astonishment, when they for the first time see 
myself and lithe Martha. - believe 
we are the first white females they have ever 
seen, Every article of our clothing is closely 
observed, ‘They go naked with the exception 
of a bunch of strings tied arouud the loins of 
the men, and a piece of skin around the loins 
of the women. Kalipi one of Moselekatsi’s 
principal counsellors whom TL mentioned in my 
letter to uncle G——, presides over the dis- 
trict of country in which we live. He is a 
very amiable, interesting man. He bas ftre- 
quently dined with us and behaves with great 
propriety atthe table. He is a very loyal sub- 
ject of Moselekatsi. During one of his visits 
to us, brother V. showed him a looking-glass, 
with which he seemed much pleased. 1 gave 
him alittle pocket one, for which he at. first 
seemed thankful, but before he went home he 
returned it saying, such things were to be 
given only to the king, and that Tmust keep it 
for Moselekatsi, and give him something in the 
place of it. Lthen offered him a glass tumbler, 
which he also refused for the same reason, 
The Dr. then gave me some beads to present 
to him, whieh he very thankfully received, 
Moselekatsi exercises an unlimited power over 
his people. "Their lives and property are en- 
tirely at his disposal. They make long spech- 
es to him, telling him of bis greatness. and 
praising himein the most extravagant terns. 
They call him Great Mountain, Rhinoceros, 
Mlephant, &e.—When they rise in the morn- 
ing, When they eat, they praise him, and when 
they are preserved onion journey, they ascribe 
all the praise to him; they give to him that 
honor which is due only to God. He receives 
it all “as his due, snd rrake s his pe oO} le helic ve 
that he has frequent interviews with his farhor 
whe has long since been dead, and that his fa- 
ther grants all His people are 
noted for honesty.

REV. JOSEPH GIBBS. 


Died, on Tuesday, 11th April, at his moth- 
er’s residence, Stanstead, L. C, at the early age 
of twenty-seven, the Rev. Joseph Gibbs, pas- 
tor of the Congregational Church, Haverhill, 
In his early and much lamented death, the 
church, the world, the social and domestic cir- 
cle sustain a great loss, All who knew him 
can bear testimony to the purity and excellence 
of his character. His natural endowments, 
both intellectual and moral, were of no ordina- 
ry description. In his pulpit ministrations 
were mingled holy fervor, pow erful reasoning, 
and the lofty flights of a fine imagination, gui- 
ded by sound judgment and correct taste. But 
his grand aim was to preach, ‘ Not himself, 
but Christ Jesus, the Lord.” His unetion, ap- 
propriateness and fervor in prayer, will long be 
remembered by many. 

As a scholar, he was second to few. His 
early literary advantages were numerous and 
valuable, and he turned them to good aceount. 
He was possessed of what ought justly be called 
a finished education. 

In the varied relations of life, his piety shone 
in bright and glowing colors. Those who were 
privileged to share his friendship and affection, 
ean, alone, fully estimate the beautiful devel- 
opement of his character in these relations, In 
a word, he finely embodied the humility, mod- 
esty, piety, and Christian charity he publicly 
recommended to others. It does not often hap- 
pen that a young man of greater talent or 
promise appears in the church, yet, from vani- 
ty or ostentation he was remarkably free. He 
desired only to be useful in his Master’s ser- 
vice, and as was justly remarked, in the very 
appropriate sermon preached at Stanstead, on 
occasion of his death, ‘ He fell an early mar- 
tyrto untiring zeal and unwearied diligence 
manifested in that -service under peculiar and 
very trving circumstances, 

In June 1835 he was called to enter on a 
large and promising field of pastoral labor. He 
was beloved, nay, almost idolized by his flock; 
and God appeared to be blessing his efforts 
amongst the people of his choice, when sudden- 
ly the master said, ‘‘ Prepare to exchange my 
work on earth for my service in heaven.” 
Death is an event solemn and affecting in all 
circumstances, hut in those in which he wae 
placed, it was emphatically so. See his church 
and people in the attitude of expectation—a 
fond and widowed mother, looking to him as 
the stay of her house and the solace of her de- 
elining years—brothers and sisters anticipating 
much happiness in future years of fraternal in- 
tercourse—friends and acquaintances delight- 
ing in view of his rapid progress and marked 
success—hut now their fondest hopes are blast 
ed, their highest expectation from this source, 
suddenly and finally cut off. His sun has gone 
down before it was yet noon.—Searee com- 
menced the conflict when the victory is gained 
May all concerned be suitably and profitably 
affected, and the great object of his brief bu: 
interesting life will be advanced even by hi- 
premature vet happy death. 

His end was pre-eminently peace. He was 
enabled calmly and steadily to contemplate the 
approaches of the last enemy, and triumphant- 
ly gaze on him as a conquered foe. It was in- 
deed a great privilege to he present at the clo- 
sing scenes. ‘ The chamber where the good 
man meets his fate,’ was truly in this instance. 
* privileged above the common walks of life,” 
and was illumined by the cheering rays of ce- 
lestial hope. It seemed impossible to deeice 
whether to mourn our loss or rejoice in his 
gain. May a double portion of that spirit that 
rendered him so devoted and amiable, descend 
upon his survivers in the great work, especinl-

At the particular request of the deceased, 
the Rev. James Robertson of the Congrega- 
tional Church, Sherbrooke, preached the fu- 
neral sermon from these words, “ Be thou 
faithful unto death, and I will give thee a crown 
of life.’ The discourse was impressive and 
appropriate, and was listened to with great at- 
tention and deep interest, as was clearly mani 
fested by many a moistened cheek, and glisten- 
ingeye. The remains were conveyed to the 
burial ground, and deposited beside the ashe- 
of his revered father, there to await the morn- 
ing of the resurrection,
